DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Amendment filed on 03/1 5/201 0 has been entered. 

In response to the Office Action dated 12/14/2009, Applicants have amended claims 
1,4, 6-10, 19, 21-27 and 28. Claims 11-18 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1-10 and 19-30 are now pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 03/15/2010 have been considered but are moot in 
view of allowance. The Examiner agrees that prior art does not teach a surface mount 
component including not only layer made from magnetic material but a magnetized 
magnetic layer disposed on the substrate of this surface mount component. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 9-30 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
claims 1-10: the limitations "a surface mount component bonded to the substrate by 
way of the solidified solder and including a magnetized magnetic layer disposed on a 
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substrate side thereof, the magnetized magnetic layer ... to hold the surface mount 
component on the substrate before and during soldering" in combination with other 
claimed limitations in independent claim 1 is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art 
of record. Claims 2-9 and 10 are either directly or indirectly dependent upon claim 1 . 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
claims 19-27: the limitations "a surface mount component bonded to bonding pads of a 
substrate by way of solidified solder, the surface mount component including a 
magnetized magnetic layer disposed on a substrate side thereof, the magnetized 
magnetic layer ...to hold the surface mount component on the substrate before and 
during soldering" in combination with other claimed limitations in independent claim 19 
is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 20-26 and 27 are either 
directly or indirectly dependent upon claim 19. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
claims 28-30: the limitations "a surface mount component bonded to the substrate by 
way of the solidified solder and including a magnetized magnetic layer disposed on a 
substrate side thereof, the magnetized magnetic layer ... to hold the surface mount 
component on the substrate before and during soldering" in combination with other 
claimed limitations in independent claim 28 is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art 
of record. Claims 29 and 30 are directly dependent upon claim 28.
